HITLER’S ATTEMPT TO RID 
HIMSELF OF THE HAUNTING 
FEAR OF TWO-FRONT WAR 


“Looked at from the strictly military point of view, 
the German attack on Russia has its favourable and un- 
favourable side for this country and this Empire,” said 
CAPTAIN CYRIL FALLS, military correspondent of THE 
TIMES,. when he broadcast from London yesterday and 
discussed how this new development should be consider- 
ed in relation to the war as a whole. 


“There may be several 
reasons behind it,” continued 
jCapt. Falls, “but one stands 
out in the foreground—Ger- 
many sees that she cannot 
strike a vital blow against 
the United Kingdom and that 
she cannot, therefore, suc- 
cessfully carry out an in- 
vasion of Britain or reduce 
her to submission by starva- 
tion while the Russian forces 
remain in being. 


PURPOSE OF INVASION 


“The purpose of the Russian in- 
vasion must. therefore, be regard- 
ed as a prelude to the ~ Invasion 
of this country or to a further 
development of the war in_ the 
Middle East after Herr Hitler has 
riq himself of the haunting fear 
of a war on two fronts — a war 
in whlch he may find himseir 
opposed by Britain ang the Unit-: 
ed States in the west and Russia’ 
in the east. His attack on Rus- 
Sila was thus intended to clear hts 
decks for action.” |

Following personal discussions, 
Gandhi adviseq Munshi to resign 
from Congress to attain freedom of 
action, unhampered by restrictions 
entailed in the Congress creed of 
non-violence. 

Gandhi, cot..menting on Munsh!'s 
letter for guidance in this connex 
says that with Munshi the 
question was one of being truthful 
to himself and the country. He 
goes because he could not be dis- 
loyal to Congress. Gandhi hopes 
that Munshi’s resignation from 
Congress will enable him to utilise 
his faculties so as to make a de- 
cisive contribution to the establish - 
ment of lasting peace in Bombay.
